Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 1,9-11,13, and 24 were amended by the applicant.

1 . Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

2. The configuration was not found in a prior art search. The following is a listing/ 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter. 

The search failed to show or suggest the prior use of: 
The configuration/ combination of elements of independent claim 1 . An 
apparatus comprising: a plasma electromagnetic radiation source; one or more collector 
optics; and a magnetic field generator operative to generate a magnetic field around the 
one or more collector optics, the magnetic field generator comprising windings 
around a non-reflective surface in the one or more collector optics. 

The configuration/ combination of elements of independent claim 10. An 
apparatus comprising: a plasma electromagnetic radiation source; one or more collector 
optics; and a magnetic field generator operative to generate a magnetic field around the 
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one or more collector optics, the magnetic field generator comprising a solenoid 
structure adjacent w rapped around a reflective surface in the one or more 
collector optics. 

The configuration/ combination of elements of independent claim 13. A method 
comprising: generating a magnetic field around collector optics in a lithography 
system with windings around a n on -reflective surface in the collector optics; and 
deflecting debris particles generated by a plasma producing electromagnetic radiation 
source from a reflective surface in the collector optics. 

The configuration/ combination of elements of independent claim 24. A method 
comprising: generating a magnetic field around collector optics in a lithography 
system with a solenoid structure adjac e nt wrapped around a reflective surface in 
the collector optics; and 

deflecting debris particles generated by a plasma producing electromagnetic radiation 
source from [[a]] the reflective surface in the collector optics. 

2. Dependent claims 2-9 and 27 are allowable due to dependency upon allowable 
independent claim 1 . 

3. Dependent claims 11-12 and 28-29 are allowable due to dependency upon 
allowable independent claim 10. 

4. Dependent claims 14-23 are allowable due to dependency upon allowable 
independent claim 13. 
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5. Dependent claims 25-26 are allowable due to dependency upon allowable 
independent claim 24.
